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LAST SURVIVING TRAIL DRIVER 
TELLS OF EARLY EXPERIENCES 


BY J. R. EANLS 
It is not unusual for Coman­ 
che County people to make re­ 
cords, nor Ls it unusual for many 
records to go '‘unsung” for the 
people who make records as a 
rule are self effacing, and 
for 
that reason not many of us realize 
as we meet and gteet our genial 
eighty-three year old friend. Aaron ■ 
Little, that we are meeting and 
greeting a man who holds twoj 
records equalled by few. if anv. 
and surpassed by none 
Aaron Little's father, William! 
Little, and his mother. Elizabeth, 
Tate Little, settled on a farm one 
•Thalf mile north from Newbuig n , 
I \ 871. Aaron, known to his fr.ends 
|a s "Uncle Aaron," attended the 
‘>iewburg i chools in his boyhood 
^nd at the age of twenty made 
his first trip "u pthe trail." From) 
76 to '84 he made seven trips up 
the trail for Hood and Holmslev. 
six with cattle 
and 
one 
with 
horses, driving from Central West j 
Texas through Indian territory t o ■ 
Kansas, On four of these drives 
he was trail bo^s. In those days 
there 
was not 
a 
fence 
from 1 
Uvalde to the Kansas lines and 
no roads other than what were 
known as the beef trails. During 
this period hundreds of thousands 
rf beef cattle were driven from 
Texas ranges to the Kansas mar­ 
ket» and ranges and the H ooJs, 
and Holmsleys were among th e , 
principal operators in this terri-1 
Lory. The herds would range ;n 
number from 2000 to 3000 
and 
the herds handled by Mr. Little 
averaged 2250 and required ten 
:o fifteen hands to handle. The 
lsuai route traveled by Little with 
nis herds was via Albany, Sc>- 
mour, and Vernon crossing the 
Red River at Doan s Store, foi- 
owlng this same trail through 
the territoy to Kansas The cat- 
ie were grazed through, making 
from ten to twelve miles per day 
I all went well. Another route

Government for beef and allowed 
the Indians to bluff or beg berf 
from the men in charge of the 
herds passing through the terr,- 
tory, and the Indians seldom fail­ 
ed to get the beef. 
Here are the records we claim 
for Aaron Little: 
He was trail 
boss on four drives, his herds av­ 
eraged 2250. he drove 9000 cattle 
through the Indian Territory from 
‘78 to 83 and never gave the In­ 
dians a beef. Then too. during this 
period he drove these same cattle 
from Central West Texas to K an­ 
sas and his heaviest loss on any 
drive was 17 head Our claim vs 
that these records were seldom if 
ever equalled and never surpassed 
by any trail boss, during this per­ 
iod and over these routes. 
We would not have you believe 
on account of Mr 
Little never 
giving up a beef to the In d ia n s 
that lie would be slow to feed a 
hungry man whether red. white 
or black. With him a principle 
was involved: The cattle belong­ 
ed to Hood and Holmsley. he was 
In charge, the Government was 
supposed to feed the Indians if 
necessary and wax more able to 
do so than were Hood and Holms- 
ley. He felt it unfair for the agents 
to turn the Indians loose on the 
cattlemen 
who 
were 
forced to 
drive through the Territory to 
get to market 
Mr Little admits that this re­ 
fusal to give beef got him in some 
tight places, and on more than 
one occasion he had to tell tlus 
Indian if he shot a beef, he would 
shoot an Indian and on one oc­ 
casion an Indian with his needle 
gun was maneuvering a beef from 
the herd and Mr 
Little had to 
draw his six-shooter ready for 
action. 
This gesture sav*»<1 
th 
beef. The Indians would beg and 
then threaten and on occasion 
would tell him they would get 
him as he came back through, as 
often the trail drivers came back 
through the Territory in pairs and 
sometimes alone, as Mr. Little did 
on one trip. He relates that the 
most "spotted" he ever felt was 
when they were near the Kansas 
line, the Indians were holding the 
herd up pleading for beef, am 
he Wiis maneuvering to get tht 
herd started. He had left his six 
1 shooter off. and had fired the la 
shell from his Winchester tha 
i he carried on his. saddle when h* 


saw a powerfully built Indian but1 
approaching him in a crouchin 
position with his tight hand grip 
ping the hilt of a butcher kmf 
in his belt, He says us that In 
dian slowly approached the su > 
pen e wa-. trying.
